Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Applicant has amended to claims to specify specific concentrations of the 
nitrogen-free dispersant and ZDDP additive, and also to further specify the identity of 
the nitrogen-free dispersant. Applicant has also submitted additional comparative data 
demonstrating that compositions comprising the nitrogen-free dispersant in combination 
with only primary ZDDP give unexpectedly superior oxidation stability in comparison 
with compositions comprising a combination of primary and secondary ZDDP. These 
results are now commensurate with the scope of the claims and therefore sufficient to 
rebut the prima facie case of obviousness.
